AFL-CIO COUNCIL 
SEEKING 30-HOUR 


TO END STRIKE AT 


GLOBE-DEMOCRAT 


Union Approves New 


Plan Which Will Be 


Offered to Paper — 
Claims Cost Is Rela- 
tively Low. 


Striking employes of the St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat today 
approved a new pension pro- 
posal which will be offered to 
Management in an effort to 
scttle the strike, which began 
Saturday. The Globe-Democrat 
did not publish yesterday and 
today. 

Union representatives said 
the new proposal would cost 
the newspaper only a relatively 
small amount more than it is 
paying for pensions for Guild 
employes now on retirement. 

The negotiating committee 
for Local 47, American News- 
paper Guild, which called the 
strike. said it recommended 
that striking employes “not 
press for sharply increased 
benefits but rather for the 
more important aspect of mak- 
ing a pension plan definite and 
secure.” 

Guild leaders asked the Fed- 
eral

Mediation and Concilia- | 


tion Service to arrange a meet- | 


ing promptly with the Globe- 
Democrat management in an 
effort to settle the strike on 
the basis of the new proposal. 
Union representatives said 
they were willing to partici- 
pate in such a meeting late: 
today. 

Richard H. Amberg, publish- 
er of the Globe-Democrat, told 
the Post-Dispatch a representa- 
tive of the newspaper would at- 
tend any meeting called by the 
federal conciliators. He said he 
has “no new proposal! to offer.” 

Conciliators Standing By. 

Cc. K. Call, a federal con- 
ejliation commissioner, said he 
and Monroe K. Sheehan, an- 
other commissioner who took 
part in negotiations before the 
strike, were “standing by” 
ready to call a meeting if one 

“seems feasible.” 

The strike was called over 
the issue of a guaranteed pen- 
sion plan for employes. One 
of the chief points of dispute 
is the Guild's insistence on de- 
termination of a formula by 
which pension payments would 
be established. Amberg has 


contended that such a formula | 


could not be worked out with- 
out months of study. 

Seeking Settlement Basis. 

“The Guild has but one de- 
sire and that is to find the 
basis for a fair settlement of 
our strike against the Globe- 
Democrat.” Cleve Matthews, 
president of Local 47, and Her- 
bert L. Monk, strike chairman, 
said in a prepared statement. 

“Our executive secretary, 
Rollin Everett, with the aid of 
other Guild leaders, has 
worked out a plan which should 
provide the basis for just such 
a fair settlement. 


“The company has declared 
that it will not ask for a 
meeting, that the Guild must 


ask for a meeting. We are not 
standing on dignity. We intend 
to ask the conciliators to call 
a meeting as soon as we get 
membership approval of this 
plan.” 

Pension Expert Called. 
Marvin L. Kornhauser, pen- 
sion analyst of Joseph H. Da- 
oust & Associates, a Detroit 
firm. was called in to help pre- 
pare the new proposal, the 
Newspaper Guild said. 

The Guild has 332 members 
employed at the Globe-Demo- 
crat, in the news, business of- 
fice and building service de- 
partments.

ROT IN LEBANON 


Streetcars Burned in 


Climax to Moslem 
Celebration of 


U.A. R. Anniversary. 


BEIRUT. Lebanon, Feb. 23 
(UPI) — Pro-Nasser mobs 
burned streetcars and fought 
rival groups yesterday in a 
riotous climax to an Arab cele- 


bration of the first anniversary 
of the United Arab Republic 


which joined Egypt and Syria. 
Lebanese army troops and 
police dispersed the brawlers 
and sealed off the Mosiem and 
Christian quarters to prevent 
the fighting from spreading. 
It was the first incident to 
mark the U.A.R. anniversary 
celebrations in Lebanon as well 
as the first major outburst in 


Beirut since the end of the 
civil strife last fall. 
At least two persons were 


injured in the fighting. Both 


were members of the _ pro- 
western Christian Falangist 
party. 

The fighting began when 


Christian Falangist vouths | 


scrawled anti-Nasser slogans 
on street cars passing through 
the Moslem quarters where the 
population was celebrating the 
merger of Syria and Egypt un- 
der President Gamal Abdel 
Nasser. 

Crowds of Nasser supporters 
ordered the passengers out of 
the streetcars, and then 
smashed the windows, ripped 
out the seats and set them 
afire. The rival groups clashed 
along the city’s main square 
in a quick flurry of fistfights. 

Seven truckloads of troops 
were rushed to assist police in 
driving the rival gangs apart 
and prevent the outburst from 
exploding into wider violence. 

The Moslem quarter was 
ablaze with lights, U.A.R. flags 
'and portraits of Nasser. Hun- 
dreds of Lebanese were re- 
ported to have crossed the 
mountains to Damascus to see 
Nasser. 

Nasser, accompanied by Pres- 
ident Josip (Tito) Broz of Yugo- 
slavia, on tour of the Middle 
East, flew to Damascus from 
Cairo yesterday to participate 
in thec elebrations there. 

Nasser, in a speech from the 
balcony of the _ presidential 
palace, said that “imperialism” 
is still the main enemy of the 
Arab countries.

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico, 
Feb. 23—The AFL-CIO execu- 
tive council called on Congress 
today to impose the 35-hour 
work week on industries em- 
ploying more than 28,000,000 

workers 

The labor chieftains said that 
Congress should take immedi- 
ate steps to amend the fair la- 
bor standards act to bring about 
the shorter work week. As the 
law stands now, employers, un- 
less willing to pay premium 
pay. must limit the work week 
to 40 hours. 

AFL-CIO President George 
Meany, who is presiding over 
the council's winter meeting, 
expressed the federation’s basic 
view that, with nearly a million 
additional people entering the 
work force each year and auto- 
mation accounting for fewer 
workers being needed to main- 
tain high production, the 35- 
hour week is required. 

Most big unions in 
erition already have 
hour week written into their 
contracts or are working 
toward it. 

Unorganized Would Benefit. 

Hence, Meany explained to 
eporters, the chiet benetici- 
aries of the 35-hour week 
drive would be the unorgan- 
ized. The Labor Standards Act, 
more tamiliarly known as the 
wage-hour law, applies pres- 
ently to-about 20,000,000 work- 


ers. The law also stipulates a 
minimum wage rate of $1 an 
hou! 


Pending in Congress now is 
legisiation to increase the min- 
imum wage to $1.25 and extend 
coverage of the law to an ad- 
ditional 8,500,000 employes 

Meany acknowledged that 
there would be resistance to 
the proposed legislation on the 
work week, adding that even 
union members would have to 
be “educated”’ in the necessity 
for the change. 

Meany issued a formal state- 
ment on behalf of the council 
which said that “in the 21 years 
since the 40-hour weex was 
placed in the statute books, 
America has made tremendous 
technological progress which 
justifies and makes possible 
further reductions in the work 
week.” 

‘Silent Revolution.’

This is the six-month Soviet 
deadline for acceptance of its 
proposal to make West Berlin 
a demilitarized “free city.” 

Flight Control.

As things stand now, how- 
ever. none of the Western pow- 
ers has any idea of trying to 
barrel through road or rail 
blocks.

—and to the diplomats 

The Allies probably will 
make a second try for peaceful 
passage, perhaps with. lightly 
armored vehicles to emphasize 
their point. No question of 
force will be considered—un- 
less the East Germans use it 
first—until the United Nations’ 
has been brought into the sit- 
uation.

Britain is rapidly scrapping its 
obsolete World War II navy 
and replacing it with a smaller, 
streamlined atomic age fleet, 
the government disclosed to- 
day. 

The Earl of Selkirk, First

ending December, 1960, new 
ships reaching the navy will 
include one aircraft carrier, 
three cruisers, 24 anti-subma- 
rine frigates, eight anti-aircraft 
frigates, 13 submarines and 109 
minesweepers and small craft.

“But, ‘before you 
leap, be sure to make com- 
parisons with 1957, 1956 and 
even 1955. Such comparisons, | 
in most cases, will be quite 
sobering.” 

The rate of business recov- 
ery, Rogers observed, has 
tapered off a bit from the 
initial upturn last year. But 
business should sustain its 
gradual comback in the months 
ahead, he added.

The final arbiter of any con- 
flict over authority will be a 
supreme constitutional court 
made up of one Greek Cypriot, 
one Turkish Cypriot and a 
neutral appointed jointly by 
the president and vice presi- 
dent. 

The settlement § specifically 
ruled out the long-standing 
Greek Cypriot demand for 
enosis. or union with Greece. 
It provided that “the total or 
partial union of Cyprus with 
any other state or a separatist 
independence for Cyprus (1.e. 
the partition of Cyrpus into 
two independent states) shall 
be excluded.” 

Separate municipalities will 
be created by Turkish inhabi- 
tants in the five largest cities 
of Cyprus.

proval of a two-cent increase 
in the state gasoline tax to fi- |

provement program. 


Making his first appearance . 


of the current session before 
a legislative committee, the 
Governor said the additional 
revenue should be held in trust 
to assure completion of the 
state’s major highway system, 
rather than split among the 
state and cities and counties. 

| “We have no assurance that 
the present federal program of 
contributing 90 cents of each 
dollar spent on construction of 
the interstate highway system 
will continue,” he said. 

Blair replied to arguments 
advanced by proponents of a 
plan to split the tax increase, 
giving one cent to the state, a 
half cent to counties and the 
remaining half cent to cities. 

“I think we can continue for 
the present to provide for the 
King county aid road fund in 
cash from general revenue,’ 
he said 

Essential Program. 

“This program, I believe, is 
essential I further believe 
careful study should be made 
of the King road program to 
determine just how funds 

|should be provided for it in 
the future.’ 

| An earlier witness told the 
special committee that Mis- 
' souri is running more than 
$800,000,000 behind in meeting 
existing highway needs. 

Rex M. Whitton, chief engi- 
neer of the state highway com- 
mission, gave the estimate as 
he outlined the department's 
recommended 20-year improve- 
ment program,. estimated to 

' cost $4,652,000,000. 

He estimated present rev- 
enues will produce $3,878,000,- 
000 of that, leaving $774,000.- 

| 000 to be produced from addi- 
' tional revenues. Whitton fig- 
ured the average annual addi- 
, tional need at $38,700,000. 

' On the basis of an increase 
‘from 3 to 5 cents in the state 
gas tax, he estimated the addi- 
tional revenue could be raised 
at a cost of no more than 32 


cents a day to the average 
motorist. 
Whitton said the highway 


commission sees no conflictin 
shifting gears from the present 
10-year improvement program 
started in 1952 

“We're running behind the 
needs and we think we ought 
to change the program now,” 
he told the legislators. ‘But 
again that’s up to you.” 

Whitton recommended that 
the road and street building 
needs of counties and cities be 
as carefully studied as the 
state highway department did 
on state maintained roads. 

That posed a question for 
the next witness, W. W. Fuqua, 
legislative representative of 
| the Missouri Farm Bureau fed- 
eration. 

He asked who wa. qualified 
to make the local studies. 

George P. Marsh, president 
of the Missouri Automobile 
Club, said his group is over- 
whelmingly in favor of the 2- 
cent increase. The automobile 
club supplies route maps to 
members. who request them, he 
said, and they never complain 
when routed over a toll high- 
way. 

Marsh saw that as an indica- 
tion the traveling public is 
willing to pay for the highest 
type of highway available.

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PROXMIRE OBIECTS EAST ALTON WOMAN 
TOJOHNSON TACTICS 1S KILLED BY AUTO 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23 (AP) 
~—Senator William Proxmire 
(Dem.), Wisconsin, protested 
today that Senate Democratic 
Leader Lyndon B. Johnson of 
Texas runs the party program 


in the Senate without consult- | 


ing other Democratic Senators. 


“The typical Democratic Sen- | 


ator has literally nothing to do 
with determining the legisla- 
tive program and policies of 
this party in the Senate,” Prox- 
mire said in a Senate speech. 

Proxmire demanded that the 
64 Democratic Senators be 
called together for a confer- 
ence or caucus before major 
party decisions are taken on 
legislation. 

“The majority in the Senate 
is generally responsible also to 
the majority of the nation,” he 
said, ‘“‘but the majority leader, 
under present conditions, is 
not.’ ' fe 

Proxmire, referring to him- 
self in third person according 
to Senate tradition, said: 

“Mr. President, the junior 
Senator from Wisconsin, wasn't 
sent to this body to delegate 
his authority as a Senator to 
any other Senator no matter 
how able, wise, or good that 
Senator may be.” 

Johnson is in Texas. He 
flew there with President Eis- 
enhower Wednesday 

Proxmire said he plans a se- 
ries of speeches on what he 
called the concentration of 
Senatte power. 

He said he had not discussed 
his protest speeches in ad-| 
vance with Johnson or other | 
Senate Democratic leaders be- | 
cause past efforts at change 
by this method had failed. 

“The Democratic conference 
or caucus of the Senate is in 
fact dead,” he said. 

Only two such conferences 
were held this and last year, 
he said, and they only listened 
to speeches by Johnson that 
previously had been released 
to the press.

AREAS IN INDIA REPORTED

NEW DELHI, Feb. 23 (UPI) 
—Prime Minister Nehru said 
today the government had re- 
ceived reports that Chinese 
Communists have moved into 
one or two small pockets of 
Indian territory in Uttar-Pra- 
desh which borders on Tibet. 

In a.written reply to a ques- 
tion from a member of the 
lower house of Parliament, 
Nehru said the Communists 
were reported to have occupied 
“our territory” after Indian 
personnel were withdrawn from 
those areas in September. 

Nehru said the areas are 
“not accessible during the win- 
ter and therefore we cannot ob- 
tain confirmation.” He said the 
Indian government is “‘in touch 
with Communist Chinese au- 
thorities and hope a satisfac- 
tory solution of the border dis- 
putes will be found.”

RELIGIOUS TEST IN ELECTION 
IS IMPROPER, KENNEDY SAYS 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23 (AP) 
— Senator John F, Kennedy 
(Dem.), Massachusetts, said yes- 
terday that if a Roman Catho- 
lic, such as he is, became a 
candidate for President his 
views on separation of state 
and church propably would 
become a public question. 

“That's as it should be,” said 
Kennedy, who has been men- 
tioned prominently for the 1960 
Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation. 

But Kennedy added that he 
does not feel a religious test 
is proper in eelctions and that 
it had not been applied to 
lesser offices in the last 20 
years. Whether it will come 
up in a presidential campaign. 
however, he added, “time will 
tell.” 

Kennedy, discussing the ques- 
tion in a CBS TV-radio inter- 
view on “Face the Nation,” 
refused to be pinned down in 
declaring himself a candidate 
for the Democratic nomination. 
He said the appropriate time to 
decide that is in 1960.

States will have new models 
of C-130 carrier aircraft in

The new planes, an advanced 
version of the transports that 
delivered the paratroopers 
here, will have an estimated 
range up to 4000 miles. 
Thus, for example, American 
troopers will be ready to fly 
from the United States to many 
points inside the Iron Curtain 
in Europe and drop from their 
planes, fully equipped and 
ready to fight. 

Gen. Sink said the airborne 
operation from  the- United 
States proved that men and 
equipment could be delivered 
in combat readiness. 


He said that with the new 
C-130B aircraft, a four-engine 
transport with room for 64 
paratroopers, the United States 
will have a trans-ocean fighting 
capability it never had before. 
Gen. Sink said it would take 
about 700 aircraft to move a 
division and that he could get 
the first elements under way 
within three hours after an 
alert signal. He said the men

GREENSBURG, Ind., Feb. 23 
(AP)—Police said today that 
they were unable to establish 


the motive of three men said 
to have lured Mayor Sheldon 
Smith to his private office and 
slashed his face, hands and 
body Saturday night. 

The 39-year-old mayor was 
in fair condition at Greensburg 
Memorial Hospital with “innu- 
merable superficial cuts and 
a strained neck and back.” 

Smith, who also serves as 
judge of the Greensburg city 
court, said the man who did 
the slashing Saturday night, 
while his companions held 
Smith, snarled: 

“You sent up my buddy and 
you're going to pay for it.” 

Police were checking the 
court records. However, they 
were doubtful of finding a dis- 
gruntled defendant whose 
friends might have slashed the 
mayor. 

Detective Sgt. Rolling Lacey 
pointed out that Smith cannot 
give a sentence of more than 
six months on the state penal 
farm. 

“We can’t come up with any 
leads until we get some reason 
for the attack,” said police 
chief Warren Melick. 

Smith, mayor for 10 years, 
said the three men were stran- 
gers, but said he had seen th 
razor blade wielder Saturday , 
noon in a Greensburg restau- 
rant. 

The mayor told police that 
one of the men enticed him to 
his private tax accountant’s of- 
fice by telephone, saying he 
wanted help in preparing an 
income tax return. 

Smith called police before he 
collapsed and struck his head 
on a desk. He was slashed on 
both hands, the end of the 
nose, behind both ears, on the 
abdomen and on the right 
thigh. All the cuts were shal- 
low and very even, officers 
said.

RESIDENT EISENHOWER HINTED last week of a possi- 
ble peaceful solution of the see-sawing struggle between 
pro-Communist and pro-Nasser forces in Iraq. 


Conceding that he was “con- 
cerned” about the situation, he 
told his news conference: 
“Here is one of those places 
where we hope that the forces 
within a country that want to 
live independently and in some 
measure of freedom will tri- 


umph over those where they 
want to have a dictatorial type 
of government or Communist 
type, and by that I mean Com- 
munist: and certainly that Is 
the kind of development we 
want to see come about.” 

The President placed his 
hope in a third force. An inde- 
pendent Iraq is not among the 
goals of either the pro-Com- 
munists, who want to make 
Iraq a satellite of the Soviet 
Union, or of the Arab national- 
ists, who want to make it a 
satellite of the United Arab 
Republic. There is a question 
also whether the measure of 
freedom mentioned by Mr. Eis- 
enhower would be assured by 
closer association with either 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev or 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser. 

Third Force in Making. 

Inside Iraq, there are the 
makings of a third force—a 
relatively small group of so- 
called intellectuals and army 
officers who want a free and 
independent Iraq. They oppose 
alliance with Cairo or Moscow, 
just as they opposed the close 
relationship with the United 
States and Britain under the 
late King Faisal and Premier 
Nuri Said. 

Premier Abdel Karim Kas- 
sem, the general who led the 
Iraqi revolution last July 14, 
appears to be of this view. But 
the powerful pro-Nasser move- 
ment is too strong for Kas- 
sem’s independent nationalist 
supporters to tace. 

Immediately after the revo- 
lution, it was evident that Nas- 
ser was as much the national 
hero as Kassem. Army officers 
who took leading parts in the 
revolution said that they hoped 
and expected Iraq to become 
a full member of Nasser’s 
U.A.R. A powerful tide of pub- 
lic opinion favored a single 
Arab state with Cairo as its 
capital and Nasser as its head 

Kassem has withstood this 
pressure, but his effort has 
required tough measures. The 
revolution’s number two lead- 
er. Col. Abdel Salam Arif, who 
was allowed to advocate union 
wth the U.A.R. last Septem- 
ber. now has been arrested, 
tried and sentenced to death 
for treason. 

Socialist Cabinet. 

Sweeping cabinet changes 
two weeks ago forced all re- 
maining pro-Nasser elements 
out of the government. They 
were replaced by a broadly 
Socialist cabinet that stands 
for independence from Nasser 
and political freedom for the 
Communists in Iraq. 

Richard P. Hunt, a New York 
Times correspondent experi- 
enced in Middle East affairs, 
cabled from Baghdad that the 
cabinet changes “appear to add 
up to a reverse for those who 
have urged immediate or early 
union with President Nasser’s 
United Arab Republic.” He 
added: “They are not inter- 
preted here as a triumph for 


the Soviet Union or the Com- 
munist party.” 
First reports that Kassem 


was veering toward the Soviet 
Union came out of Cairo. There 
were indications that Nasser’s 
propaganda machine was prac- | 
ticing a sort of international 
McCarthyism, labeling as Com- 
munists the key figures oppos- 
ing his influence in Iraq. 

More concrete evidence, how- 
ever, links some of those 
around Kassem with the Com- 
munists. A deepening Commu- 
nist-line complexion of the 
Baghdad press and radio would 
not be possible without the as- 
sent of Lutfi Taher, the mili- 
tar, censor, and Salim Fakhri, 
@irector general of broadcast- 
ing.

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The Dangerous Gap 


It is a wonder that cartoonists, especially 
abroad, do not depict Uncle Sam as a one- 
eyed giant, a giant very alert to the “missile 
gap” or the military disparities between East 
and West, and seemingly blind to the “eco- 
nomic gap,” the disparities between the rich 
nations of the world and the poor ones. 

The second gap got the attention it de- 
serves in a fine speech by Senator Kennedy 
of Massachusetts last Thursday. He said: 

Since the truce negotiations began in 
Korea eight years ago, it should have been 
obvious that our greatest danger was no 
longer military. Since the Russians began 
their aid and trade penetration of the un- 
developed world some five years ago, it 
should have been obvious now that if India 
were to fall, if Latin America turned away. 
and if the Middle East slid behind the Iron 

Curtain, then no amount of missiles, no 

amount of space satellites or nuclear-pow- 

ered planes or atomic submarines could ever 
save us. 


Senator Kennedy freely admits that he is 
by no means the first to raise this alarm, but 
he emphasizes two ways of responding to it 
this year: bolstering the Development Loan 
Fund and giving real help to India. 

« ” “ 


We cannot afford to extend economic aid 
only “on a crisis basis, from year to year, 
wherever difficulty arises.” This is expen- 
sive, and it does not encourage nations to 
make the sort of effective, long-range plans 
which alone can meet their difficulties. 
Emergency bail-outs. as Senator Kennedy 
said, only mean that “the rich get richer and 
the poor get poorer.” 

India is the prime example. This is the 
year in which India. representing 40 per cent 
of the population of the uncommitted world, 
may have to cut back the goals of its second 
five-year plan. Or it can be the year in which 
it will set even more impressive goals for a 
third five-year plan. Prime Minister Nehru 
has courageously called for new advances, 
but this courage will be wasted if it is not 
effectively supported by the United States, 
Britain, Canada, Germany, Japan and other 
free nations. China is making its “great leap 
forward” with Russian help. The non-Com- 
munist nations have their great opportunity 
in enabling India to keep pace. 

So with Senator Cooper of Kentucky, Sena- 
tor Kennedy introduced a resolution calling 
on the Government to “invite other friendly 
nations to join in a Free World mission to 
India to discuss detailed possibilities for 
joint action to assure the fulfillment of 
India’s Second Five-Year Plan and the effec- 
tive design of its Third Plan.” 

In this tenth anniversary year of Presi- 
dent Truman’s Point Four program, there is 
one step above all others which the United 
States can take promptly in extending long- 
term help and to achieve a better balance be- 
tween military and economic assistance. This 
is to provide the Development Loan Fund 
with the means of achieving its objective: in 
Mr. Kennedy's words, “a substantial, long- 
term program of productive loans to under- 
developed areas from a fully capitalized cen- 
tral fund, capable of working with either 
independent nations or regional groupings.” 

> . * 


The Fund never has had a real chance to 
do its job. Its initial $700.000.000 is com- 
mitted, and it has a backlog of approved 
projects running to more than $1,700,000,000. 
Neither the Administration's supplemental 
request for $225,000,000 nor the regular 
budgetary request for another $700,000,000 
is enough. The Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee originally contemplated a capitaliza- 
tion of at least one billion dollars a year. 

There are other instrumentalities of foreign 
aid—the World Bank, the U.N. programs of 
technical aid, and the distribution of our sur- 
plus farm products, for example — which 
should not be neglected. But in the long run 
—and it is the long run which is all impor- 
tant—no agency could do more than the De- 
velopment Fund to close the “economic gap” 
which, as Senator Kennedy says, is even more 
threatening than the “missile gap.” 


A Bar to Berkeley 

A bill that could mean the end of attempts 
by Berkeley to grab St. Louis’s Lambert Field 
for the taxes that could be wrung out of it 
has been introduced in the Missouri House 
and deserves to pass. Representative Frank 
C. Mazzuca, Kansas City Democrat, proposes 
to prohibit any municipality from extending 
its boundaries to include an airport being op- 
erated by another municipality or by a coupty. 
More power to Mr. Mazzuca. And may he be 
joined by all 18 members of the St. Louis del- 
egation in the House and the nine from the 
county. Lambert Field should be preserved 
as a metropolitan facility, not as a money- 
making device for Berkeley. 


Setting Up a Housing V eto 

An attack by slogan on the Senate-approved 
Democratic housing bill has been launched by 
opponents of public housing, which represents 
only one part of the omnibus measure. They 
are calling it an “irresponsible, spendthrift 
bill” in an effort to set the stage for a presi- 
dential veto. 

True, the measure would exceed the Presi- 
dent’s budget, but not by enough to be signif- 
icant. It provides 2.7 billions for various 
housing programs over six years, but in 
actual spending in fiscal 1960 it would ex- 
ceed the President’s requests by only $35.- 
000,000. ; 

More to the point, the bill moves to meet 
real needs. In the nation as a whole there 
are 13,000,000 occupied dwellings that are 
unfit for human habitation. To meet part of 
this need, the bill provides $350,000,000 a 
year for six years for urban renewal grants. 
And 35.000 units of public housing are au- 
thorized for fiscal 1960. 

There is also a tremendous national need 
for privately-financed home construction to 
shelter newly-formed families and to provide 
more habitable new housing for thousands of 
others. The measure increases the total 
amount of mortgages the Federal Housing 
Administration can insure by another 5 bil- 
lion. This is an insurance program, not a 
grant. 

On top of everything else, there is still a 
substantial backlog of unemployment in the 
nation as a whole, with the building construc- 
tion industry operating at levels below those 
of 1955, 1956 and 1957. What is “irresponsi- 
ble and spendthrift” about putting these men 
back into gainful production? 

In recent years housing bills have had their 
toughest sledding in the House. This time, 
though, there is every indication that a ma- 
jority in that body favors public housing, and 
this suggests that the catch-all housing bill 
may be on the President's desk for decision 


a 


very shortly. If it meets real needs, as indeed 
the Senate version clearly does, the presiden- 
tial staff ought to be exceedingly wary about 
advising use of the veto, 


Root of the Fulton Case 


If the Missouri House investigating commit- 
tee restricts itself to trying to decide who 
should have received the Fulton power con- 
a it might as well never have been cre- 
ated. 

It is not only the contract itself, but the 
manner in which it was made, that requires 
looking into — including the continued se- 
cretiveness about it, and the indications that 
similar episodes may be in the making at 
the University of Missouri and elsewhere. 


The committee headed by Representative: 


Cornelius Costello of Kansas City is the 
agency the voters depend on for the infor- 
mation they still lack about this unfortunate 
affair—for assurance that power contracts are 
not being awarded by favoritism, at the ex 
pense of state institutions. 

That all the facts surrounding the Fulton 
award, and its subsequent developments, shall 
be placed fully before the people of Missouri, 
should be the concern of Gov. James T. Blair 
more than any other one person. 

It is Gov. Blair who conferred three times 
with officials of Missouri Power & Light Co., 
his former law client, about the contract for 
Fulton State Hospital, while other prospective 
bidders complain they were being kept in 
the dark. 

It is Gov. Blair who was personally respon- 
sible for the selection of Missouri Power & 
Light according to the indications of his 
subordinates. 

It is Gov. Blair who was accused by a Ful- 
ton councilman of offering to cancel the con- 
tract if the proposed legislative investigation 
were called off. 

It is Gov. Blair who subsequently canceled 
the Fulton contract under fire. 

A public statement by the Governor on the 
side of full disclosure of the facts would be 
very much in order. 

So would be a public statement by the in- 
vestigating committee that it means to go to 
the heart of the matter. 


Gen. Lyon Has His Uses 


Those art lovers who hold the blackest view 
of over-sized Gen. Nathaniel Lyon on his un- 
der-sized, two-way horse should not take it 
too much to heart because the unique bronze 
—and it is unique—is to be preserved in Lyon 
Park rather than in the deepest hole in the 
Mississippi river-bottom. 

After all, Gen. Lyon did play a most promi- 
nent part in keeping Missouri in the Union, 
and the historical groups which rallied to the 
defense of the statue—which has been an- 
noying and amusing people for almost 30 
years—have a point when they say that he 
should have a monument here. 

So it is a bad monument, a fantastically 
bad monument. Still it is charitable to take 
the intent for the object. Nor is its preserva- 
tion without certain virtues. For one, it can 
again serve as the subject of a sprightly con- 
troversy in a dull time. For another, it is 
good to have a horrible example, a shocking 
object lesson, around as a safeguard against 
a future monumental sin. 


George M. Burbach 

More St. Louisans were familiar with the 
personal qualities of George M. Burbach than 
ever heard his name. They knew those quali- 
ties, if not the man himself, through KSD. 
While he could have only an indirect influ- 
ence on network programs and advertisers’ 
commercials, the station did reflect his per- 
sonality. This was an achievement in a field 
in which it is easy enough to slip into a pre- 
cut, standardized pattern. 

George Burbach was a newspaper advertis- 
ing man for 30 years before he became gen- 
eral manager of KSD in 1933. Even then he 
continued as advertising manager of the Post- 
Dispatch for another eight years before giv- 
ing his full time to the radio station. It was 
only natural that he should be in charge of 
operations when KSD-TV went on the air in 
1947. And he continued to manage the sta- 
tions until he retired 14 months ago. 

Radio and television offered George Bur- 
bach an opportunity to do more than help 
others sell goods and services. They meant a 
part in the education and the entertainment 
of the community. Education meant for him, 
first of all, the impersonal broadcasting of 
news, gathered and prepared by the stations’ 
own staff, rather than the more “colorful” 
and sometimes more fanciful approach of 
self-dramatizing stars who look on a news 
broadcast as a “show.” 

Entertainment meant, first of all. good 
taste. George Burbach was not a roek-and- 
roll man. But he did not look down on the 
popular. His taste was perhaps best exempli- 
fied by the Municipal Opera of whose Board 
of Directors he was a life member. 

George Burbach was a friendly man, ready 
to help many good causes in the community. 
Yet here, too, he preferred not the noisy 
voice but the quiet one. 


Secretary Mitchell at Granite City 

Secretary Mitchell made excellent use of 
his invitation to speak at the community din- 
ner honoring Granite City as one of the All- 
American Cities chosen in 1958 by the Na- 
tional Municipal League and Look Magazine. 
Recognizing the Tri-Cities area as one of the 
major industrial regions in Illinois, the Secre- 
tary of Labor listed five main problems con- 
fronting labor and management as follows: 
corruption, unemployment, higher prices, de- 
nial of equal job opportunity and lack of job 
satisfaction. 

Mr. Mitchell’s comments on each of these 
problems, while necessarily summary in form 
in one short address, were forthright and a 
credit to the Administration of which he is an 
important part. Both labor and management 
stand to lose, the Cabinet member said, if 
they do not join in helping Congress enact a 
satisfactory bill to check the abuses that have 
plagued unions, business and industry. The 
present situation is much like the simile he 
suggested: traffic lights everywhere except 
at the busiest intersection in town. 

A problem too often ignored is equal job 
opportunity regardless of race. The Secretary 
of Labor dealt with it openly. He said: “A 
nation’s citizens cannot engage in a silent 
conspiracy against personal rights for some, 
and haggle over contract rights for others, 
and still keep intact free institutions.” A 
statement so frank in so high a place cannot 
be without influence on the side of justice in 
furthering non-discriminatory employment 
practices.

Washington Proposed a National University 


First President Had Many Ideas About Advancement of Education

The great American whose name 
adds luster to several outstanding 
universities and colleges was a 
stanch supporter of higher education. 
Though twice the unanimous choice 
of the Electoral College, George 
Washington was not a _ university 
man. His schooling was so meager, 
in fact, that biographers have sought 
in vain to determine the full extent 
of his formal education. 

Although he never graduated from 
elementary school, Washington, 
through his own 
efforts, matured 
into a highly edu- 
cated man. It

of in passing that he 

a ae did profit to some 
Public Opinion extent from a 
brief period of 


private tutoring 
as well as from close association with 
his exemplary half-brother, Law- 
rence, and his wealthy neighbor and 
benefactor, Lord William Fairfax. 


Since Washington spent so little 
time in classrooms and had no inti- 
mate acquaintance with schools, it 
seems paradoxical that he should 
have taken a profound interest in 
higher education, but he did. 

In his first annual message to Con- 
gress on Jan. 8. 1790, he urged “‘the 
promotion of science and literature,” 
on the assumption that “Knowledge 
is in every country the surest basis 
of public happiness.” He further 
cited cogent reasons why universal 
education was essential in a free 
nation. 

Since he scrupulously followed the 
practice of merely recommending 
legislation without presuming to tell 
Congress how to effect it, the Presi- 
dent concluded with the gentle hint: 
“Whether this desirable object will 
be best promoted by affording aids 
to seminaries of learning already es- 
tablished, by the institution of a Na- 
tional University, or by any other 
expedients, will be well worthy of a 
place in the deliberations of the 
Legislature.” 

Nothing came of this sound though 
indecisive recommendation. As his 
administration’ came to a close, our 
first President therefore decided to 
make one final attempt to establish 
a National University. 


Influenced by Hamilton 


Early in 1796, he began to prepare 
his Farewell Address. He forwarded 
a rough draft of the valedictory to 
his confidant, Alexander Hamilton, 
who was assisting in its preparation. 
Some months later, however, he. de- 
cided to add a supplementary para- 
graph to the Farewell Address. 

Accordingly. he wrote to Hamilton 
on Sept. 1, 1796, “I have regretted 
that another subject (which in my 
estimation is of interesting concern 
to the well-being of this country) 
was not touched upon also.” 

As might be supposed, the allu- 
sion was to education and the estab- 
lishment of a National University, 
Hamilton countered with the sugges- 
tion that the proposal for a National 
University would fit more appropri- 
ately in the President’s message to 
Congress on the State of the Union 
and that only a passing reference to 
education. should be inserted in the 
Farewell Address. 

Was on acquiesced. Conse- 
quently, the Farewell Address con- 
tains merely the admonition: “Pro- 
mote then as an object of primary 
importance, Institutions for the gen- 
eral diffusion of knowledge. In pro- 
portion as the structure of the gov- 
ernment gives force to public opin- 
ion, it is essential that pu opin- 
ion should be enlightened.” . 

Needless to say, George Washing- 
ton had more definite in mind 


y, 


than were represented by these pious 
generalities of Hamilton's. Long be- 
fore becoming President, he had be- 
gun to formulate his philosophy of 
a National University. On Dec. 15, 
1784, he wrote to a schoolmaster 
named George Chapman, “the best 
means of forming a manly, virtuous 
and happy people, will be found in 
the right education of youth.” 

Washington's faith in the desira- 
bility of a National University is re- 
vealed in his letters to prominent 
statesmen and was even reiterated in 
his “Last Will and Testament” 
wherein he made bequests for the 
endowment of the proposed wuniver- 
sity and for a preparatory school in 
Virginia. He marshaled all the argu- 
ments in favor of his cherished brain 
child. 

His will included the carefully 
phrased preamble: “It has always 
been a source of serious regret with 
me, to see the youth of these United 
States sent to foreign Countries for 
the purpose of Education, often be- 
fore their minds were formed, or 
they had imbibed any adequate ideas 
of the happiness of their own.” 


Advantages of Europe 


President Washington contem- 
plated a great university that would 
provide “all the advantages of Euro- 
pean tuition,” where all subjects 
“could be taught in their fullest ex- 
tent.” In conformity with the recom- 
mendation of Hamilton, he included 
the following passages in his eighth 
and final message to Congress deliv- 
ered on Dec. 6, 1796: 

“I have heretofore proposed to the 
consideration of Congress, the expe- 
diency of establishing a National 
University; and also a Military Acad- 
emy. The desirableness of both 
these institutions, have so constantly 
increased with every new view I 
have taken on the subject, that I 
cannot omit the opportunity of once 
and for all recalling your attention 
to them.” 

In presenting the proposition to 
Congress, President Washington was 
not optimistic that it would recéive 
any more consideration than had 
his earlier recommendation, but he 
wanted to go on record in favor of 
a National University for as he told 
Hamilton, the recommendation “may 
show my sense of its importance.” 


He felt that a National University 
would strengthen the Union and tend 
to lessen sectional rivalries; that it 
would serve “the youth of fortune 
and talents” from all parts of the . 
country; that the friendships fermed . 
in youth would help to dispel preju- 
dices and wipe out jealousies which,’ 
might “impair the harmony of the ‘ 
Union”; and that from the “freedom” + 
of intercourse” and the “collision of 
sentiment” students would learn 
“truth, philanthropy, and the direc- 
tion of mutual conciliation.” 


What is surprising is that he held 
such well reasoned theories of educa- 
tion and worked so tenaciously to 
develop good school systems in our 
country. He fostered education gen- 
erally, he promulgated a philosophy 
to justify a National University, and» 
he supervised the education of his 
stepson and adopted grandson. He 
even pondered over such modern, 
problems as “teaching loads” and 
*‘size of classes.” 


Anxious to enroll two nephews and 
his adopted grandson in a first class 
seminary, President Washington re- - 

quested his secre- 
oo tary, Tobias Lear, 
to appraise vari- 
ous schools on the 
basis of the “char- ;! 
acter and ability” 
of the headmas- 
ters. He also ad- 
vised Lear to de- 
termine how many 
boys were in at- 
7 ’ tendance at each 
school, explaining, 
Washington “IT lay it down as 
& maxim, that if the number of , 
pupils is too great for the tutors, . 
justice cannot be done, be the abil- 
ities of the latter what they will.” 


Though he received meager school- - 
ing, George Washington never had. . 
the “assurance of ignorance,” for he 
was not an ignorant man. On the 
contrary, he was one of the more. 
erudite men of his generation. and 
his attainments resulted mostly from 
profitable experiences and an in- 
domitable will and:detérmination to": 
succeed in everything he undertook. j

Burrus said he would go

As for the schedule, Wash- 
ingtou probably will retain 
such regular opponents as 
the Air Force, Wabash, Be- 
loit, Missouri Mines, Chicago 
Loyola and other similar re- 
lationships, Burrus said.

“That's because such 
opponents would have simi- 
lar problems to ours in the 
athletic program.” 

The athletic director add- 
ed that Washington hoped to 
continue playing a Big Ten 
school in basketball, as it has 
in most seasons. - Michigan 
has been a regular opponent 
in recent times.

“The new ‘coach must be- 
lieve in our program, fit in 
with our staff and be a man 
who can achieve good rap- 
port with the students,” Bur- 
rus said. ‘We'd like to get 
someone of the mold of, say 
Lynn Hovland, our football 
coach, who is well liked and 


has ability to get things 
done. 

“It possibly would be a 
young man, but it would 


have to be a man of sound 
coaching ability, though not 
necessarily of national repu- 
tation. I'm not sure a coach 
of national reputation would 
go along with our desire to 
play a schedule that doesn't 
put pressure on the boys in 
every game. 

As a further requirement, 
university authorities are 
asking that the new coach 
have academic qualification. 

“We need someone who 
can also teach all phases of 
physical education,” Burrus 
said. “Our department is 
heavily loaded with work 
now and we are drafting 

lans to offer a degree at 
he doctoral level.” In addi- 
tion, faculty tenure is of- 
fered on the basis of a man 
having a doctorate.” 

Because a young man like- 
ly wouldn't have the doctor- 
ate, Washington would be 
satisfied in this respect if 
the new coach would show 
7 ecm to seek it, Burrus 
sald.

Ed Macauley, whose Hawks 
now have won 20 games and 
lost only once on their home 
Kiel Auditorium court since he 
became coach Nov. 20, was 
talking about the Minneapolis 
Lakers before yesterday after- 
noon’s National Basketball! As- 
sociation match. 

“They're the hottest club in 
the league at the moment.” 
said Easy Ed, pointing out that 
the Lakers had won four 
straight and nine of their most 
recent 11 games. “They give 
us trouble by switching men 
in the pivot.” 

Johnny Kundla, the 11-sea- 
son coach of the Lakers, also 
allowed his cluv finally had

Pettit Nears Record. 

Slender Bob Pettit, the 
N.B.A. scoring leader who 
seems on his way to breaking 
George Yardley’s year-old rec- 
ord of 2001 points, made 34 
points in each game as Ma- 
cauley’s men boosted their sea- 
son’s record to 43-18 

The former Louisiana State 
All-America, who changed his 
free-throw stance over the 
weekend, moving his left foot 
back about five or six inches, 
now .has 1765 points in 61 
games and needs to average 
21.5-in 11 remaining games to 
pass Yardley’s total made with 
Detroit last season. 

Saturday night, in Pettit's 
first attempt in a game to 
change his free-throw shooting 
style trom having both feet at 
the line. Big Blue sank 12 of 
16 charity tosses. Sunday he 
had eight for 10 and also 13 of 
26 field goal tries. Add to that 
20 important rebounds of a 
team total of 77 and eight 
assists, and Bobby had quite a 
day.

nine. Had any one of them had 
a big game—something_. like 
Mikkelsen had against us the 
week before at Minneapolis— 
it would have made a big dif- 
ference. 

“Foust has had a couple of 
big games recently in the Lak- 
er winning streak and what 
was Baylor averaging? Almost 
24 for the season? Baylor's 
early foul trouble, of course, 
proved helpful to us, even if 
he wound up with only four 
personals. 

‘“On our side, it was good to 
see Dugie Martin hitting again 
ffom outcourt, and I thought 
Cliff Hagan made a couple of 
réal sharp passes for assists on 
field” -goals. Clyde Lovellette 
also had another good game 
and, of course, those 13 by 
Jack Mac (McMahon) were a 
lucky 13.”

TZANDEAN, South Africa.

The Queen, who was 86 years

With his 
exit, numerous other scientists 
got discouraged or quit the 
government altogether 
“Scientists are individual- 
ists,” said Dr. Harold Urey, 
Nobel prize winner and dis- 
coverer of the hydrogen atom 
of atomic weight 2. “They are 
considered queer people. But 
they will not be regimented. 
They cannot be ordered to 
make certain discoveries. We 
will never know how many 
scientists were dissuaded from 
working for the Government or 
how many discoveries re- 
mained undiscovered by the 
purging of Robert Oppen- 
heimer.” 

The fact that Oppenheimer’s 
brain was lost to Government 
because Strauss did not ap- 
prove of his ideas is already 
well known, but the purge trial 
which evicted Oppenheimer 
was held behind closed doors. 
Though a censored version of 
the transcript was later pub- 
lished, the public has never 
had a detailed picture of what 
happened at that purge trial. 

The Senators who cross- 
examine Strauss regarding his 
qualifications to be Secretary 
of Commerce could develop this 
if they wanted to.

YOU WANT TO KNOW which way the cookie crum- 
bles, man? Well, dig this from a press release: “‘77 Sun- 
set Strip,’ a new hour-long mystery adventure series from 
the studios of Warner Brothers and starring Efrem Zim- 
balist Jr.... with Holly- 
wood"s fabulous strip as 
its focal point, the new 
action-packed series will 
present Zimbalist as a 
hard-hitting private de- 
tective, Stuart Bailey. As 
he moves swiftly about 
the country by plane, 
train and car in pursuit 
of suspects and clues, “77 
Sunset Strip’ will show 
him at work against col- 
orful backgrounds rang- 
ing from natural scenic 
wonders, glamorous re- 
sorts, bustling cities and 
boom towns.” 

Wow! That little bit 
from a press release tells 
more than I ever could 
in a comparable space 
about the show. It proves, 
among other things, that 
Warner Brothers is going to continue in television its fab- 
ulous reputation, built up in the days of the cinema, of 
unparalleled mediocrity, much of it against colorful back- 
grounds ranging from natural scenic wonders to glamorous 
resorts. Warner Brothers was always strong on colorful 
backgrounds without much in the nature of a story in front 
of them. 


EFREM ZIMBALIST JR. 


As cops and robbers stuff goes, this one is 
very Beat Generation. “I don’t read you, man,” 
drawis a Beatnik to Zimbalist in a jive joint, “I'm 
out of print,” snarls Zimbalist—as the saxophones 
moan, This particular episode was about a crusad- 
ing television commentator who got blinded by 
mobsters, which may have been the least violent 
incident in it. From there it got strong meat, f 
you read me, man. 


To gain a hold over the private eye, the mob takes a 
reformed drug addict and forcibly puts her back on the 
habit in a scene which could turn the stomach of the 
squeamish ones among us. But, who's got a stomach any 
more, man? 

“I've got to have a fix,” sobs the girl at one point, 
which may easily have been the high spot in literacy. 
Anyhow, the good guys won out over the bad guys. It 
ended, as I recall, with a gunfight in a darkened ware- 
house. (Man, that darkened warehouse on the Warner 
Brothers lot must have more bullet holes in it than the 


saloon at Dodge City.) 


“77 Sunset Strip” has its own song, something about 
the place to meet the “Girl and the Hipster,’” as trumpets 
snarl in the background. The musical background is jazz, 


which is pretty good stuff. 


Another of the same ilk is “New York Confidential,” a 
program not televised in St. Louis which boasts Lee Tracy 
playing—you'’d never guess it unless I told you—"a cru- 
sading crime-busting newspaperman,” and on the first time 
around Tracy ran down a guy who had shot and blinded 
a cop. More people getting blinded by bullets. These 
things run in cycles. Next week they'll kill ‘em, This week 
they blind them. 


The particular quality that makes “New York 
Confidential” stand out from the run-of-the-mill 
adventure strips is the acting. In most of these 
things the acting is mediocre. In this ft’s awful, 
I mean it’s so bad you sit up and take notice 
immediately. Well, that’s one way to attract at- 
tention. 


On the other hand the photography is almost as bed 
as the acting. The darn thing has been shot in New York, 
which is enough to throw television clear back to Holly- 
wood where it never left in the first place. It’s Easterns 
like this that give Westerns a good name.

Defining ‘Internist’ 


DEAR DR. STEINCROHN: Please define the word 
“internist.” I find the word “intern” in our dictionary but 
not “internist.”—Mr. L.G. 

Answer: Many people continue to be confused—and 
I can understand why. I have always believed that “in- 
ternist” was an unfortunate choice in describing this 
specialty. Everyone knows what an intern is. The young 
fellow, in white, recently graduated as an M.D., who is 
setting out on his years of hospital training; a requirement 
mecesary before he can get his license to practice in the 
state of his choice. 


But an internist? Who is he? What are his 
functions? He is a “specialist in medicine.” Some 
call him a “diagnostician.” How did be get that 
way? By taking special training for a number of 
years after medical school graduation. 


His practice is limited to adult diseases. He does 
not treat young children. He doesn’t operate. He doesn’t 
deliver babies. He doesn’t handle gynecological problems. 
He is the man who has specialized knowledge in such 

_ conditions as heart disease, high blood pressure, diseases 
of the kidneys, spleen, liver, blood, infectious diseases 
(pneumonia, virus infections, etc.). 

He is particularly interested in preventive medicine. 
Many people go to him for their periodic health checkups. 
Other doctors often call him in consultation when con- 
fronted with a difficult diagnosis; or when there is a 
question if the patient can withstand anesthesia; or if a 
young mother’s heart is strong enough to carry a child to 
term. Although there are many well-qualified exceptions, 
most recognized internists are either members of the 
American College of Physicians, or are certified by the 
American Board of Internal Medicine.

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Milkman Who Handcuffed Jimmy Hoffa 


John Cunningham, Leader of Rank and File Revolt in Teamsters, Has 


JAMES R. HOFFA

THE TALL MAN poured the 
coffee. He was in room A-1201 
with me. Down the hall and 
around to the right, James R. 
Hoffa was in B-1250. There is 
more than 200 feet of hotel 
corridor between these men. 
The tall one — John Cunning- 
ham—is a milkman. He and his 
monitors have homogenized the 
Teamsters, He has handcuffed 
Hoffa. 

Cunningham is the leader of 
the rank and file members of 
the Teamsters who originally 
sued to stop the election of 
Hoffa. He is bald, wears spec- 
tacles, is 50 years of age and 
has a family in Flushing, L.I. 
He was a member of Milk 
Wagon Drivers 584. affiliated 
with Teamsters Council] 16, 
New York. 


We sat in his room at the 
Woodner Eotel in Washing- 
ton and sipped coffee and 
talked of what he had done 
to the Teamsters; more, let 
us say, than the McClellan 
Committee. The committee 
did not punish. Cunningham 
did. This man is unafraid to 
have recourse to the courts. 
He knows his rights, and he 
exercises them. 


Six vears ago, he sued his 
own local for an accounting of 
funds. In July 1957, he backed 
Thomas Hickey of New York 
to succeed rich David Beck 
Hoffa, he felt. was in disrepute 
and under indictment Cun- 
ningham felt that Hoffa should 
quit Hoffa didn’t and Cun- 
ningham didn't. The milkman 
formed a little group of 12 
nobodies 

They sought counsel and 
found Godfrey Schmidt. 
Schmidt listened, and agreed to 
serve. The men maintained 
that more than half the dele- 
gates who would vote at the 
Miami convention were not en- 
titled, under the Teamster con- 
Stitution, to be delegates 

One month before conven- 
tion time, the rank and file 
group surprised the Teamsters 
and the nation by winning an 
injunction against the election. 
The Dave Beck administration 


went into the Court of Ap- 
peals on a Saturday — highly 
unusual—and won a stay. God- 
frey Schmidt, lawyer for the 


rank and file, was now pitted 
against Martin O'Donoghue, 
lawyer for the Teamster Inter- 
national It seems incredible 
that both of these men, in time, 
would become monitors on the 
Same team 

The original matter was 
fought up to the United States 
Supreme Court. Senator John 
McClellan of Arkansas got into 
the new act by sending ques- 
tionnaires to all locals asking 
the circumstances under which 
they had elected their dele- 
gates. Based on replies, McClel-

The rank and file group 
won a smashing victory, but 
had no money.

000. Most of it came from the 
West Coast. where Hoffa is 
weakest and Beck is strongest 

When election time came 
Hoffa ran on a platform of 
reform which was almost as 


much of a surprise as the vic- 
tory of the rank and file. Sud- 
denly, everyone became right- 
eous and fearful of inequities 
The three candidates—James 
R. Hoffa, William A. Lee and 
Thomas J. Haggertv — were 
duly nominated while Beck, 
“His Majesty the Wheel,” 
stopped turning 

In all, 1683 votes were cast 
Haggerty got 143, Lee got 314, 
and Hoffa got 1226. There 
could be no doubt—court or no 
court—that the majority of the 
1.600.000 Teamsters wanted 
James R. Hoffa to be their 
leader. He drew 72.8 per cent 
of all votes If the election was 
held today. he would probably 
draw 85 per cent or more. The 
largest single block of votes 
cast against Hoffa was in the 
Western Conference, controlled 
by Beck and his well-dressed 
subordinate, Frank Brewster. 

There has been some feeling 
that Hoffa was a Beck man 
The opposite is true. Hoffa is 
a Tobin man, and helped to 
elect Beck in a marriage of 
convenience. Beck has said 
“I wish I had 40 men like 
Jimmy Hoffa,” and then per- 
mitted the Western Conference

Before the vote is taken, the 
most recent offer of each em- 
ployer must be submitted to 
the local involved. The men 
vote, in secret, to accept or re- 
ject. If they reject, then a 
strike vote is taken in each 
local and it must be carried 
by two-thirds majority. 


I asked a Teamster officer 
if Hoffa could call a general 
strike. “You don’t hand that 
kind of power to a jerk,” 
he said. “One thing that 
Hoffa has in his favor is 
that he’s flexible. Strikes 
weaken a union financially 
and in the spirit of the men. 
Jimmy knows he rates more 
loyalty from the men if he 
keeps them working and 
drawing good salaries. 


“Hoffa’s weakness is that 
he is always afraid of being 
backed into a corner where 
he is forced to make the 
next move.

Mrs. Roosevelt Answers Charge That F.D.R. Planned 
Attack on Pearl Harbor to Involve the U.S. in War 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


NEW YORK, Feb. 23. 


I HAVE JUST BEEN SENT 
a brochure which carries at its 
head: ‘“‘Weekly Broadcast No. 
219, Rear Admiral Husband E. 
Kimmel, United States Navy, 
retired; Manion Forum Net- 
work; Sponsor, Manion Forum, 
South Bend, Indiana.” Sup- 
posedly, this broacast proves 
that my husband laid the plans 
for the attack on Pearl Harbor 
in order to involve us in World 
War Il 

This is not the first of this 
type of literature which I have 
received, and I suppose it is 
sent to me so I may have the 
opportunity of saying what I 
think about the contents. The 
only possible way for me to 
comment—since I was not on 
the inside of any Government 
secrets and can only have the 
information that a number of 
other citizens might also have 
—is to tell you how I arrive at 
certain conclusions which are 
different from those set forth 
by Mr. Manion. 


There are certain men who 
have published their memoirs 
—for instance, Secretary of 
State Cordell Hull and Sec- 
retary of War Henry L. Stim- 
son; and surely the latter 
would have been familiar 
with any information re- 
ceived prior to Pearl Harbor 
days. Secretary Stimson was 
also an honest man, an up- 
right gentleman, and a Re- 
publican. The same can be 
said for the Secretary of 
Navy Frank Knox. In addi- 
tion, General George C. Mar- 
shall, Adm. Harold R. Stark 
and various other people 
mentioned in this broadcast 
certainly knew what was 
done both prior to Dec. 7, on 
that day, and on every day 
thereafter. Yet none of these

To believe that my hus- 
band actually suppressed 
the knowledge that Pearl 

Harbor was to be attacked 

seems to me incredible, for 

the simple reason that it 
would have been so stupid.

Giants of the Universe

WHEN A READER asks 
which is the biggest star, one 
might think I should give a 
definite answer. I wish that 
could be done, but it seems 
impossible at this stage in our 
knowledge. 

Twenty-four years ago, a fa- 
mous scientist gave an answer 
which was good for that time, 
but the facts have changed 
since then. H. Spencer Jones, 
British astronomer royal, 
wrote:

“The largest star known is 
Antares, with a radius about 
430 times that of the sun.” 


Antares (pronounced an- 
TARE-ease or an-TAY-reeze) 
remains one of the supergiants 
of the universe. If it could be 
placed at the center of our 
solar system, it would stretch 
beyond the orbits of Mereury, 
Venus, the earth and Mars! 

Since Astronomer Jones an- 
swered the question, a great 
deal has been added to our 
store of information about gi- 
gantic stars. Pictures made 
with the 200-inch Palomar tele- 
scope and other mighty instru- 
ments have revealed groups of 
stars never seen before.

stars which have been knowh 
for a long time. In the lower 
art of the constellation of 
ercules is a faint star called 
Alpha Herculis. It is a super 
giant, and late measurements 
indicate that it may be a good 
deal larger than Antares. 
Some of the other super- 
giants are so far out in space 
that they can be seen only 
through telescopes. One of 
them is VV Cephei, and it is 
estimated to have a diameter 
of one thousand million miles, 
almost three times the diam- 
eter of Antares.
